Further to recent communication received from yourself on behalf of your client Lauri LOVE, 
I vi^rite to update you of the National Cyber Crime Unit's position. 

You will be avjare of our decision to retain some of Mr Love's property that v/as seized for 
forensic examination following his arrest in October 2013. Upon examination, NCCU Officers 
discovered that Mr Love had deployed encryption software across his digital media. 

Despite the serving of a S.49 RlPA Notice. Mr Love failed to disclose the appropriate 
information to enable Officers to access that media to examine its contents. 

Following his release from bail, Mr Love has since made several requests to have that 
property returned to him, however, without being able to examine its contents, my belief 
remains that the property contains evidence of criminality for which Mr Love was originally 
arrested for. This belief remains consistent to this day. 

By returning Mr Love's property to him, I believe I could potentially be committing an offence 
myself as 1 am unaware of the contents of the property. 

It is therefore my proposal that in order to return Mr Love's property to him, that he gives 
Officers of National Crime Agency, written permission to forensically wipe his property. 

If that permission is forthcoming, I can instruct my Officers accordingly and return the 
original property seized. I look forward to hearing from you.
